A  Coat  of  ,1ms  is  an  emblem  or  d  eric  a  "  traditionally  inher¬ 
ited ",  a nd  originally  bestowed ,  usually  with  ether  honors  and- 
privileges ,  by  royalty ,  in  recognition  of  meritorious  deeds .

.  Coats  o f  Arms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identifica¬ 
tion  and' recognition  on  the  field  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil 
life -.  To- most  Americans  of  toddy  a  Coat  of  Arms  is  understood 
to  be  a  " family  relic"  or  an  " emblem  of  family  pride.  "  This  is 
especially  true  if  there  is  no  genuine  claim  to  a  family  Arms. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude 
form ,  were  used  by  Noah's  sons  after  the  flood.  rThere  are  records 
of  other  Coats  of  Arms  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history. 
Heraldry ,  however,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much 
importance  until  soon  after  the  invasion  of  England  by  Gilliam 
the  Conqueror ,  A.  D.  1056.  Heraldry  became  of  general  interest 
at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades.

In  1523  Henry  Will ,  King  of  England,  appointed  a  commissi 
to  visit  each  country  in  his  kingdom,  and  summon  his  subjects 
rank  to  appear  for  examination  as  to  their  heraldic  rights.  Thi 
procedure  was  reposted  at  irregular  intervals  and  a  record,  known 
as  "visitations" ,  kept. 

The  ancient  Griffith  Coat  of  Arms  which  is  correctly  describ¬ 
ed  below  has  been  in  the  Griffith  family  for  many  centuries .  It 
was ,  in  its  original  form,,  used  by  GEL FE1  TH  AP  0 11!  1 ' ,  XL N G  0 F 
NORTH  GAELS,  A.  D*  1079 .  He  was  a  descendant  of  ANARJA/D,  KING  OF 
NAHIS,  eldest  son  of  tHODI  USE,  ENG  OF  G  EES,  A.J.  343  (founder 
of  the  Royal  Tribes;  many  princes  of  North  'Rales  derive  from  him). 
Griffith  ap  Cynan  had  a  son,  Gwen,  King  of  North  Rales.  The  lat¬ 
ter  had  a  descendant  Llewellyn  ap  Griffith,  Prince  of  North  i.^les, 
slain  on  the  Rye,  1272.  (See  Burke’s  General  Armory). 

It  is  described  in  "Burke's  General  Armory,"  "Burke's  Landed 
Gentry,"  "Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage and  other  reliable 
works'  on  heraldry ,  as  shown  below,  in  some  cases  accompanied  by 
illustrations  and  pedigrees .

As  a  matter  of  personal  taste,  which  is  permissable ,  some 
member's  of  the  family  vary  the  shape  of  the  shield  and  of  other 
features  of  the  Arms.  The  mantle  and  helmet  which  are  sometimes 
seen  with  Coats  of  Arms  are  merely  ornamental  and  may  be  correct¬ 
ly  included  or  omitted. 

Besides  its  family  significance  and  inspiration  this  Coat 
of  Arms  painted  in  full  brilliant  colors  makes  an  excellent  mural 
ornament  and  inspires  the  admiration  and  comitient  of  all  who  see  it.
